except motions to adjourn. cll3 of the veas and 
nays, questions of order, apjeals fror-i the decision 
tf the chair, &c. The following is* a brief sketch of 
the doingst 

At 10 o'clock on Friday STtrdng the yeas and navs 
had been tukeu twelve times, show iog "the opponents 
of the Administrati m's measure to b* in the r.wjori- 
ry, if the voting oe Mr. Harris's motum is to he 
taken as a test vote, w hie a seems to be the cas". 
The state ot the question was this ; Mr. Hughes, of 
Indiana i supporter of the Admir.istratiou), first 
moved t -. rek-rence of tie President's Kansas mes- 
sage i < Mnailtee without instructions. Mr. Har- 
ris, of li iaoii (opposition), then offered a resolution 
to refer the message, with instructions, to a select 
committee o^iirtetu. The Speaker decided that 
Mr. Harris vRnotion was au amendment to Mr. 
Hughes's resolution, which ruling Mr. Harri- accep- 
ted and called for the previous question. At this 
point the real conflict of parties commenced. 

Mr. Cliagman. of North Carolina, immediately 
moved an adjournment. The motion was voted 
down. Motions for a call of the House, for the 
ayes and nays upon every trivial motion, aud similar 
parliamentary tactics followed from the supporters 
of the Aamiuistration, and were continued up to (1 
o'clock this morning. In all these motions there 
was a decisive though varying majority against the 
Administration, though the vote on "Mr. Harris's 
resolution could not be reached in consequence of the 
iteration of motions for the ayes and nays, and the 
success or failure of that resolution depended almoct 
entirely upon the respective jwwersof physical en- 
durance possessed by the contestants. It "was made 
cl« ar, however that "at present the supporters of the 
Administration are in a minority of the House. 

At midniirht. the Speaker I»eing worn out, called 
Mr. Bocock of Va. to the chair. The sixteenth vote 
was taken at that time and was on a motion for the 
call of the House. It was carried; IU yeas, 19 
nays. The appearance of the House at that time 
was remarkable. The members, worn out and 
sleepy, were stretched along ths sofa or reclining oh 
the seats and desks. There were about a hundred 
spectators in the gallery, among whom was a ladv, 
apparently taking a deep interest in the scene lie- 
low. At one o'clock another vote was taken on a 
motion to adjourn; nays 102, ayes 7(5. Then a call 
of the House was demanded and 185 members re- 
sponded. At two o'clock a disgraceful scene occur- 
red on the floor, of which Mr. K:itt, of South Caro- 
lina, was the instigator. 

Mr. ' juitman, taking advantage of the calm that 
succeeded, moved that '"all motions now pending 
since the call for the previous question on the amend- 
ment of Mr. Harris, of 111., should be withdrawn, 
and that a vote should be then taken on sustaining 
the demand for the previous question, and if carried, 
the House would adjourn till Mondav, and that at 
one o'clock on that day a vote should be taken on 
the main question."' Mr. Hani-, of Illinois, was in 
favor of the proposition; but objections l>eitig made, 
the Chair said he could not entertain it as it required 
unanimous consent. And in this frame the House 
continued Bp to six o'clock, when the motion carried.

J. D. WILLIAMSON. 
Washington, Feb. 5. 
The Tariff Investigating Committee have got 
through with Williamson, and he starts for New 
York to-morrow morning. 

The committee asked him if he had paid any mo- 
ney to Horace Greeley for corrupt purposes, or to 
affect the action of Congress, or of any member of 
Congress, upon the Tariff or upon any other ques- 
tion, and if any member of his firm or of the Bay 
State or Middlesex Company has paid Horace 
Greeley any money for such purposes? Had he or 
his firm, or" any of "them, paid $40,000? He replied 
that he had not, nor had any member of his firm, or 
any one else to his kdowledge, paid Mr. Greeley any 
money for any purpose whatever. 

He was askea the same question about Mr. Matte- 
son, and made the same reply. Had he paid money 
to any member? No. Did he know anything about 
money having been paid to members of Congress by 
anybody for such purposes? He replied that he had 
in past years, from 1841 to 1856, but not during the 
last Congress. 

The Democratic members of {he committee object- 
ed to hearing about remote transactions, and the 
witness was discharged. 

Williamson informs me that if permitted he would 
have testified that European manufacturers and the 
British government had authorized Sir Henry Bul- 
wer and others to expend two millions of dollars to 
affect our tariff and establish a free trade policy. 
More than $700,000 had actually been expended to 
buy the members of Congress, or to defeat their elec- 
tion when they could not be bought. 

Williamson also intimates that he could disclose 
c oixpt or disreputable transactions of our own gov- 
ernment in connection with the negotiation of the 
recent treaty with New Granada. 

He particularly implicates Mr. Buchanan and Mr. 
Ca«s. 

9% P. M.— Mr. Williamson claims to have been 
the secret commercial agent for this country of the 
Barings, and other English and French mercantile 
and manufacturing bouses, from 1841 to 1850. He 
declares that if he catches Speaker Orr or any mem 
ber of the House in New York, he will prosecute 
them for kidnapping and false imprisonment. He

We have talked vith several who say they 
would never have signed the petition if they had 
reflected upou the disadvantages of such a monopoly 
to the whole community, or the design of the parties 
desiring the charter. "Another Mechanic" takes 
the ground that this monopoly will reduce the price 
of building materials. AVho ever heard of a mo- 
nopoly reduciuir, the price of articles? Don't every 
man's experience tell him that they fatten at the 
expense wf the communities, and build up the few 
at the expense of the many. The reader will please 
think of all the monoplies within his knowledge, and 
he will agree with me. 

This stickler for monopoly puff's Breeden & Co.'s 
operations, which is virtually pnfling himself. We 
find no fault with this. We have nothing against 
the men. They made well by their operations, and 
we rejoice at it. But why should they, after doing 
so well, by the aid of the mechanics to a great ex- 
tewt. be so avaricious as to wish to override them 
with a mon>poly for the purpose of carryinji on the 
manufacturing businex* in all IU branches, ana building 
houses, and working iu ntetaU The fact of Breeden & 
Garnett Iwing unfortunate, and losing by fire, should 
not entitle them to all these incorporate privileges. 
They are able to compete with any in an individ- 
ual way. Why give them any special privileges 
then? * ''Another Mechanic" gets out one original 
idea. This shows the bent of his mind— jealousy. 
He savs he will venture the assertion that the peo- 
ple of Cincinnati would give a hundred thousand 
dollars to insure the defeat of this enterprise. Why. 
this fellow is venturesome enough to build a planing 
mill on private capital, and he would do it no doabt 
but he has some deep plot; wants a big price for 
timber land, or something of the kind: and to gain 
his point he will puff himself and belittle his neigh- 
bors and excite jalousies.

AFFAIRS AT WASHINGTON.

Exciting Xcene—A Free Fight— The fiattte Herpm— 
The Kansas Uuestion, tt;. 

W\ hini;tox, Feb. 6. 

For the first time this session, th- House cf Repre- 
sentatives yesterday were engaged in a contest, the 
success of which depended upon physical enduranc", 
apart from numerical strength. 

The President's Kansas uie^.i^ pending, and 
Mr. Harris, of Illinois, move 1 1-. reter It to a Select 
GmmMH of lit'teen members, ts HMuitY in'o all Jae 
facts attending the ioiiuation ot' the Leivmpum con- 
stitution, with power to send for per-ou.s ai d paper*. 
He moved the previous question to stop debate and> 
bring the House to a direct vote. The triemls of that 
constitution objected to the application of the "gag," 
as it is twmetiuies called, and U irun UMnake motions 
to adjourn; to excuse certain members from voting; 
for a call of the House, etc , the tactics rarely resort- 
ed to by parliamentarians to resist the taking of a 
question pending the consideration of a weighty sub- 
ject, such us that before Congress. 

Good humor prevailed throughout the proceedings 
until half-past '_» o'clock this morning, when the 
House was startled bv a scrimmage between Mr. 
Keitt, of South Carolina, and Mr. Grew, of Penn- 
sylvania — the one a fire-eating Democrat, the other 
as ardent on the Freesoil side of the controversy. 
It appears that Mr. Keitt commenced the affray, and 
on such occasions it takes but little to get up a "good 
sized" fight. It was not many seconds before the 
friends of these parties pitched in. From my favor- 
able po-ition in the gallery, I had a tine view ti the 
disgraceful proceedings. At least a dozen honorables 
became involved in the battle, striking their Mmn 
right and left with an earnestness worthy of the 
most accomplished pugilists, but v»ith not an equal 
amount of skill! North and South were thus en- 
gaged in a recontre which must tell badly for Con- 
gressional morals. The Speaker promptly sought 
to restore order, imperatively calling to his" aid the 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the House, who rushed into the 
midst of the ti^htand materially assisted in quelling 
the aff ray. • The utmost excitement prevailed, aial 
it was feared that the fisticuff's would become general, 
and that things more deadly than men's doubled 
hands would be brought into requisition. But hap- 
pily this was not the case. Some of the members 
were "half-cocked," but not their tire-arms. I have 
seen many personal conflicts, but none more exciting 
than this, aud none where as large a number of mem- 
bers took part. The members had l»een nearly 
ged out" with the Important business of listening to 
the roll calls and responding to their names — the 
majority of them had been dozing in their seats or 
on the settees outside the bar of the Hoose. But 
this lamb-like condition of things was soon changed 
into the fierceness of the tiger. They were soon "all 
alive" aud on their feet, and "ready for the 'fray." 

It certainly was not designed to liave a "free 
tiirht," but one was certainly afforded. After the 
dreadful, stormy tunes, fhere was a dead calm. No 
apoio-ies were offered for the breach of older, nor is 
it certain any will l>e made. I learn this morniiitr, 
however, that Mr. Kiett regrets the occurrence. He 
is socially a good fellow, brave anil generous, but 
his ardent temperament led him into this follv. 
Would that not only his zeal, but that of all others, 
were tempered by discretion; especially is this desi- 
rable in the members of Congress of both branches. 
It may be interesting to know that none of the ?ons 
of "Old Kentuck" took a hand in this "scrimmage," 
or fight, or miniature battle. The Palmetto and the 
Keystone originated the disgrace. 

This was the first proceeding of the kind in the 
beautiful new Hall of Representatives, which was 
now inaugurated to tisticuff's. • 

TLe House was in session continuously eighteen 
lours and a half. The members were c mtinually 
roing to and coming from the refreshment room*, 
»here there was, probably, not a little "righting 
whisky." as usual M the occasion of night sessions 
Ou Monday the questions connected -with the refer- 
ence of thi Kansas message will be taken. This, 
was the compromise agreed upon by unanimous con- 
sent. It came from General Ouitmau. The anti- 
Lecompton constitution had a decided majority with 
them. Whether this shall continue nous wrww. 

The Senate, too, has the Kansas matter before 
them. The two furnaces of Congress are now in full 
last. "Kansas," "Kansas," i3 the prevailing cry. 

As I previously informed you, exciting tin:.*s btYVt 
commenced, autf will continue for an indefinite peri- 
od. The temper of both Northern and Southern 
men is aroused. Neither partv shows the least sign 
of wavering. The battle will wax hotter. The 
heart of every lover of his couatry must regret this 
feverish state of excitement, for there is no telling 
where the matter may end. That some of the 
members would if they could sunder the Union 
there is no doubt, but that there is a majorhv 
strongly for the continuance of the Confederacy M 
equallv certain.

Lord Elgin's ul'iinatum was delivered to leb, 
w lu shows L,o disposition to submit. The island of 
Honan was occupied witbout resistance on the 15th. 

Greet Britain.— The festivities in honor of the ap- 
proaching nuptials of the Princess 11 -yal were the 
dominant topic in Enaland. A great army of dis- 
tinguished visitors from the Continent, including 
the King of the Belgians, and numerous Prussian 
Princes, &c. were the guests of the British Court. 
State ball*, concerts, aud banquets at Buckingham 
Palace, ana festival performances at Her Majesty's 
1 Hearer. Miowwd each other in rapid succession. 

The Duke of Devonshire died suddenly on the 
18th of Januarv, of paralysis. 

Lady Bootbbv (formerly Mrs. Xislie't, a distin- 
guished tcireis) had also died after a brief illness. 

The Court of Directors of the East India Compa- 
ny had drawn up a lengthy petition to Parliament 
against the transfer of the government of India to 
the British Crown. 

Mr. Francis Lousada has been appointed British 
consul at Bosum. 

The statistics of employment at Manchester, and 
in the manufacturing districts generally, show a 
continued improvement in the operations of the va- 
rious mills, dec. 

Mr. TrousdaU, the American Minister at Rio, had 
arrived in England. 

Heavv gales had prevailed around the English 
coast, and sundry- marine disasters are reported, but 
no American vessels figure in the list. 

France. — The attempted a?sassi nation of the Em- 
peror had been the all-engrossing topic of the week. 
The day following the event addresses were made to 
the Emperor bv representatives of the Corps Diplo- 
matique, of the Senate, the Legislative body, the 
Council of State, &c., congratulating him and the 
Empress upon their escape. Some of the officials in 
their addresses hinted that the English government 
should be called upon to expel those refugees who 
abused her hospitality by organizing in their retreat 
plans of destruction" and perfecting their conspira- 
cies. The Emperor, in reply to the great bodies of 
the State, expressed his firm confidence and reliance 
in their support and devotion. He added that at the 
same time he was resolved to adopt such measures 
as might be deemed advisable, but should not de- 
part from that path of firmness and moderation 
which he had hitherto followed. 

The French journals had joined in the cry for the 
expulsion of the conspirators from Europe, and the 
Paris correspondent of the Times says it was posi- 
tively stated that a communication had been made 
bv the French Minister in London to the English 
Government demanding the expulsion from Eng- 
land of five political refugees, one or two Italian 
and the rest French. • 

Ths effect of the explosion of the three projectiles 
proved on investigation to be far more disastrous 
than was at first supposed. The number of persons 
more or les3 wounded felt little if any short of one 
hundred and nfty, and six had died of the injuries 
thev sustained. 

The projectiles employed were of the mo.-t formid- 
able kind, and it is paid that not less than 20 of them 
were meant to be used. Five minutes previous to 
the explosions, an Italian named Pierri, who was 
expelled from France in 1802, was recognized by 
the police, and arrested. He was armed with a six 
barrelled revolver and a dagger, and was the l-earer 
of a bomb similar to those exploded. Count Orsini, 
who was arrested at his lodgings upon information 
given bv his servant, is said to have confessed that 
he threw one of the bombs. These parties, and two 
others, Gomez and Da Silva, alias Rudio, also in 
custody, are supposed to be the chiefs in the affair. 
A police officer from London had arrived in Paris for 
the purpose of identifying Pierri and Orsini as hav- 
ing been connected with the affair of Foscuini, who 
escaped from London tome time since. 

The adoption of stringent measures in regard to 
the Italians resident in Paris was contemplated. 

A bill was to be presented to the Corps Legislatif 
for granting pensions to the victims of the explo- 
sions and their families. 

The "instruction" against the prisoners charged 
with the munleroas attempt had beeu tinished, and 
the trial was expected to take place early in Feb-

Crossland addressed the committee in opposition to 
the restrictions proposed by Mr. Kelsey's amend- 
ments, and Mr. J. T. "White replied in. favor of 
them. 

Daring the afternoon session, a bill to incorporate 
the Kentucky Association of Teachers, and a bill to 
incorporate the Kentucky Locomotive Work?, were 
passed. 

C?"John Norton, Esq., who settled in Lexington 
over 50 years ago, and was one of its most wealthy 
and benevolent citizens, died in that city on Tues- 
day night. Mr. Norton kfi no family. 

Destruction of Liquor (?) at Harwr h. — The 
citizens of Harwich, at their annual town meeting 
last Monday, vwted that the liquor agency in that 
town be discontinued, and that the liquor at pres- 
ent on hand be iold to the physician for medical 
purposes. 

The physician, however, refused to purchase the 
article, on the ground that it was of such inferior 
quality as to be utterly unfit for use, and such as he 
would not prescribe; it was then voted that the 
whole be publicly burned in presence of the citizens, 
and a committee was appointed to execute the vote 
in the public square on Tuesday at 11 A. M. The 
members of the committee, in proceeding to the per- 
formance of their duty, found that they had a new 
difficulty to encounter, whica was no more nor less 
than the incombustible nature of the article which 
they were deputed to destroy. 

At this juncture an expedient was suggested, 
which fortunately enabled them to carry their plans 
into execution. A quantity of pure alcohol, which 
had also been kept at the liquor agency for me- 
chanical purposes, was mixed with the vile stuff 
sufficiently to cause it to ignite, and enable the com- 
mittee to execute their duties to the satisfaction of 
allparties. 

These spirited proceedings in Harwich, our in- 
formant adds, have created considerable discussion 
in the town, on the question whether ardent spirits 
will ignite or not, and it is recommended that the 
question be referred to the same committee who have 
in consideration the question, "will saltpeter ex- 
plode?*'— Bcstm TrartUer. 

Brigham Youny's Portrait. — Among the paintings 
now exhibited in the rotunda is a portrait of Brig- 
ham Young, the renowned Apostle of Morraonism. 
The portrait is said to be painted from life, and re- 
presents the modern Mabommed as a decidedly good 
looking man. His lace has much of the peculiar ex- 
pression seen among Yankees ''away down east,'' 
and resembles somew hat the good humored physiog- 
nomy of Josh Silsbee, whom your theatre-going 
readers have often seen. His complexion is fair, in- 
clining to ruddy — his eyes blue — his nose long end 
straight — his lips thin and closely compressed, and 
about his cheeks, eyebrows, and chin the flesh hangs 
loose and flabby, ^indicating sensuality. His face is 
smoothly shaven, and his hair, which is of chestnut 
brown color, and i%:lmed to curl, is long, and seems 
to be carefully kept. The expression of the portrait 
would indicate firmness approximating mulish ob- 
stinacy.
